G.S.R. 726(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read with clause (f) of sub-section (2) of 
Section 3 ofthe Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (lOof 1955), and in supersession of the Order of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Consumer Affairs, Food and Public Distribution (Department of Food and Public Distribution) number

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G.S.R. 157(E), dated the 1st March, 2002, except as respects things done or omitted to be done before such supersession, 
the Central Government hereby directs that every domestic producer of sugar shall sell twenty per cent of sugar produced 
in 2009-2010 sugar season (October - September), with effect from the 1st day of October, 2009, to the Central Government 
or as directed by the Central Government under the Levy Sugar Supply (Control) Order, 1979, as amended from time to time.

Explanation: For removal of doubts, it is clarified that importers of sugar who import duty-free raw sugar fbr processing 
into white or refined sugar upto 31st March, 2010 or as may be extended by Central Government by 
notification or import duty-free white or refined sugar upto 30th November, 2009 or as may be extended by 
the Central Government by notification, shall not be required to sell levy sugar to the Central Government in 
respect of such white or refined sugar processed from imported raw sugar or such imported white or refined 
sugar. 
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
